1, Office Noten. 

Charge, —>Tha imderBigned held charge of the Department during the 
year of report except for a period of two montbs and twenty-eight dayi 
of privilege leave* which he availed himst'lf of at three diflerent occasiana 
ia. the ymr- Donng the period of leave, the,charge of ctirrent duties of 
the post remained with Mr. R. S. Saksena, the Archxological fnapector. 

2 . L^otiv-Members of the subordinate staff enjoyed leave as follows;— 

(1) Inspector,—Privilege leave for twelve days. 

(2) Photograpber-draughtsman.—Privilege leave for twenty-one days, 

sick leave for twenty days and leave without pay for one 
month and eighteen days.

the use of the gues^ts of the All-India Marathi Sabina Sam- 
melana, which was held at Gwalior in the month of April of 
the year of report 

A set of enlarged photographs was supplied to the Shtvpuri 
Hotel, for eshibition, with a view to attract travellers to visit 
our monuments.

8 , During the year of report, 
Superintendwit spent 82 and 7 


the Superintendent and the Officiating 
days respectively in camp, partly for 





the aoQu^l in spec [ion of monuments already conserved, for stiperviEin^ 
and directing works of conservation in progress, for preparing estimates 
of consen'ation works intended to be undertaken and partly for listing 
roonnmeots. The detailed diary of the tour will be found in Appeudis A. 

9 , The Superintendent paid visits of animal inspection to the monu¬ 
ments at Suhaoia, Ranod, Cbanderi, Murwarf Surwaya, Btulsa, Gwalior, 
Udaygiri, (Jjjain, Mandasaiir, Sondni and Bagh. He supervised and 
directed the conservation works in progress at Gwalior, Antri, Narwar, 
Sarwaya, Uday^rt and Bagb. He visited Kadwaba, Terahi, Chanderi, 
Udaygiri and Rashipur for preparing estimates of conservation works to 
be undertaken, and Karera, Dinara, N^rwar, Sakatra, Anghora and 
Ramesvar for listing ancient moiiumeiits. 

10, Moreover the Superintendent visited two places otitside the State, 
namely, {IJ Devaguradia near Indore and (2J l^agari near Chitorgarb. 
Th(j object and result of these visits are briefly described on pages 2fl 
and 27 below, 

V. Conservation, 

11 , Conservation was carried out at Bjigh, Udaygiri, Narwar, Surwaya. 
Suhania, Anlri and Gwalior at a total cost of Rs. l7,6Sl-4-U 
including the special grants for Narwar Fort and Bagh Caves, 

12 , The statjement of monuments conserved in the year under report is 
set forth in Appendix B. 

3<igfi (District Amihera},—The special grant allotted for the partial 
conservation of the Buddhist Oaves at Bagh last year ( Sam vat 1983 f 
which could not be spent in that year owing to the late receipt of the 
sanctioo as noted in the last year's Annual Report was utilised in the 
year of report. Further progress was made in the clearance of the dark 
-cells of cave No, 2. This item is being done from time to time during the 
past two years. 

14, Of all the caves worth preserving in this group cave No, 4 is the 
most interesting as also most exposed to danger. As such it had the 
first claim on our attention. The special grant was therefore put to the 
service of this cave. The allotment was however not enough for potting 
the whole cave in a safe condition’ only partial conservation could there¬ 
fore be carried out The work consisted chiefly in providing supports to 
the ceiling of the cave which was in a perilous condition owing to most 
of the original pillars having either disappeared altogether or having been 
weakened by partial decay, resulting from the fragile conditioo of the 
rock and the eflect of age. From the same causes large portions of the 
walls have been undermined at the bases and tbe^ had to be 
underpinned, 

15. Seven pillars and two pilasters which had been damaged in 
parts were repaiied and ten new pillars w^e consttucted in the place 
of those that had disapp^ied. Uoderpinniog was copliiied chiefly 
to the front watts of caves Nos, 2 and 4. The general design of the

origioal pilbirs has been copied in the coastructioo ol new pmars. In 
repairing decayed pillars and tinderpinnlcg walls the decayed portion of 
the rock was carefdly cut cut and new masonry of dressed stone in cement 
mortar was substituted. The masonry of newly constructed pillars is 
made up of ao outer casing of Bnely dressed blocks of stone with an infilling of 
cement concrtfe. Good buJldiog stone is very rare in the locality. So all 
stone masonry was not employed as being more costly and less strong. 
Pillars wholly made of cement concrete may perhaps have been stronger 
but that device had also to be rejected as being out of keeping with 
the Datum of an ancient monument A middle course was therefore 
adopted as bdng the best as regards economy, strength and appearance. 
The soggestions of Mr. Jugal Kisbore Vaishya, District Eugineer, P. W. D., 
who was consulted in ibis connection, were found to he eminently practical 
and useful, for which our thanks are due to him. 

16. Subsequent to the first cleatanoe cf the cave a pardon of the ceiling 
bad collapsed. This fresh debris was removed with an exception of a 
few blocks which bear traces of painting on their surface. It is intended 
to saw out pieces of this painted surface and preserve them in the Archaeo¬ 
logical Museum. 

17. In order to protect the valuable paintiugs on the outside of caves 
Nos. 4 and 5 it was lirgt proposed to erect a sort of shed. But this 
proposal was later on abandoned in favour of teak wood frames with 
shutters. The shed was found to be superfluous as no direct rain could 
reach the painted wall, the damaged roof of the verandah above serving 
as a sort of ^hhajja. Owing to the late approval of the design of the 
framing, this item could not he carried out in the year of report. It will 
be done early next season. 

IS. Much more couservation work awaits being done in cave No. 4 
and also other cai'es, but it will be dune gradually as funds permit. For the 
present, temporary supports have been set np where necessary to prop 
up overhanging oeiltngs and crackod lintels of doorways and window 
openings. 

IS, A finely drawn but badly damaged painting was esposed to view 
after the removal of debris fiankiog the aouthem side of the entrance to 
the dagaha chapel in cave No. 4. As die painted surface here is in a 
precarious amditton and as there is no knowing what tnoroeut it may 
drop away, the painting w^ copied in full size in the year of report for 
being preserved on paper at any rate. The painting consists of a large 
bust of a female figure and remnants of two other male figures behind. 

The copy is cshitrited with other paintings in the Archeological Museum 
at Gwalior. 

2 U. Hitherto, there was no clean and healthy drinking water near the 
caves. The water of the river hti\ow the caves which only survived in 
stagnant fcola in the hot season was used for drinking purposes, but it 
proved to be hi^ly dangerous aa being a very bad source of malaria 
and guinea^worm. Visitors, laljoprers and the supervising staff all 



were exposed to and oftea actaally suffered from thk danger. Good 
drinking water in (he close vicini^ of the caves was therefore a long 
felt want. This was supplied this year by sinking a welt near the caves at 
a safe distance from the river. The digging operation is wdi nigh over and 
the construction of the retaining walls will be taken up as soon as possible. 

21. A piece of metalled road connecting the cavea with the Sardarpnr- 
Kukshi road is being constructed under the supervision of the P. W. D. 
This will greatly conduce to the convenience of visitor, especially of those 
who use car;. 

22. rdiiifgm (District Bhilsa).—This group of caves was cleared 
of debris and partially conserved years before. The only work done here 
this year was that a signboard engraved on stone giving a brief account of 
the caves for the information of visitors, was pnt up, 

£3. Niittrar Fori. — Mt>numents on the fort which have already been 
conserved, neceisitated some more repairs consequent on the damage 
caused by the rain. Thus, portions of the compound walla of the Catholic 
church which had collapsed were rebuilt. The tops of the walls were made 
watet'tight by putting coping stones to avoid further damage. The roof 
slabs oa the church ,hall were relieved of a (hick layer of old roof con* 
shting of earth and decayed lime which instead of serving as a protection 
only helped the decay of the stone slabs by absorbing rain water and 
acting as a superfluous heavy weight. Similarly patches of ruined masonry 
and coping were renewed io Sikatidar Lodi’s mosque and the dargah of 
Madar Shah. . 

£4. (District Narwar).—The monuments at Sunvaya were 

conserved in Samvat I97S (Year l£Hfi-17|. One of these monuments, 
namely the ‘Hindu mon^tery’ carried a two storeyed later structure upon 
its western wing. This structure was totally uninteresting being made up 
of ordinary plain aimU rubble masonry, and it presented an ugly contrast to 
the Large cut stone masonry of the original building. Moreover it seri* 
ously blocked the view of the original monument. At the time of initial 
conservation this later structure was suffered to remain with a wew lo 
interfere as little as possible with the existing condition of the monu¬ 
ment. In order to remove this standing eye-sore and to expose the 
impDsing monastic building to full view even from the entrance, the 
ugly accretion was dismantled and cleared away. 

25. A few ceiling slabs of the original building which were left hanging 
after the removal oi the later structnre were pat into a safe condition. 
Part of-the original pavement which had been upset was reset properly. 
Iron tails pnt ap Eis supports for cracked beams and slabs daring the initial 
conservation were painted to prevent oxidation. Descriptive signboards 
were provided at the inner entrance gate. The wooden gate at the outer 
entrance was in a dilapidated condition. It 'vag replaced by an iron gate. 
The enclosare walls were damaged in places, They were restored and 
covered with coping stones. The well inside the monastery was freed 
from silt. 


£6, Gimiicr .—The &outh>west colamn of the southera verandah of 
the tomb of Mohammad Ghaus bears a Persian inscription. The Jali railing 
which is said to have been set up In Mr. Late's time abuts against the 
inscnptloQ and has thus concealed a part of It, No photograph or 
impression of the inscription bad been talien so far. To supply this want, 
part of the Tailing touching the inscribed column was tempoianly remove 
and was reset after the photograph and impression had been ulien. The 
tops of a few tombs in the yard ^vere paved with stone slabs A warning 
notice board was set up. 

S 7 , Some additions were done to the Guj^i Mahal in the Fort i □ which 
the Archseological Museum is housed. The rocim which was fitted last 
year for the exhibition of Bagh paintings n^as found not to have sufficient 
light for the proper tllununatlon of the paintings* Hence sky-lights were 
opened out in the roof. A water installation consisting of a masonry 
Cistern concected to the well with pipe was provided as the existing 
menial stafl could not otherwise cope with the requirements of water for the 
niaintenanEe of the flower pot garden in the Musetiru 

S8. An iron sheet signboard put up in from of the outer gate of the 
Gajari Mahal calling attention of visitors to the Aichaolpgical Museum, 
was replaced with one angras'ed on a stone slab, the latter being more 
lasting, as also more decent. 

Sit. Another signboard on stone set up outside the Gwalior gate of 
the Fort, giving information about the visiting hours of the Museum 
and also advising such wsttors aa proposed to see the Fort on elephant 
back to mount the elephant after seeing the MLiaeum. This notice is 

intended to 3a%*e disappointment or unnecessary expenses and trouble 
to visitors. 


80 . t District Gird).—It is wdl known to the students of history 

that Abul Fasi, the faraonie Vazir of Akbar and the learned author of the 
A(«.r-ai£«ri and Akh,miam>i. was murdered at the instigation of Prince 
Sabin (afterwards Emperor Jahangir) at or in tba vicinity of Antri, a large 
village some 16 miles to the south of Gwalior on the old road loading from 
Delhi to the Deccan. A smaiJ modem room on a raised platform on the 
northern onrskiris of the town shelters a tomb which is lidieved locally 
to be the tomb of Ahul Pazl. There is no authentic record in the form 
of an inscription or otherwise m corroburate \ he above belief. More- 
cn-er the tiny structure Is too poor a moncment to the raomoiy of *o great a 
man Tbis^however looks not at all strange when the cireuinstances 
which atteaded and followed the demise of the talented victim are taken 
into consideration. The tomb was oonaervad thi^ year under instrecfions 
from higher authorities. 


SL Tht* structure of the monument was already in a fait state of pre¬ 
servation. All that was needed was to open out and tidy up tho place and 
to make the monument better known. To achietie this end, the foUowiog 
Items were done. In front of and dose to the only door to the shrine on 
Its west there was a compound wall leaving rery little open space The 


wall was therefore dsanaantlod and rebuilt at a distance of about 14 feet 
further west to provide enough open space in front of entrance. The one door 
to the shrine was jnst on the opposite side of the cart track which passes 
by the tomb. The pasaer-by therefore carried an impression that the room 
had no entrance door at all To do away with this wrong impression 
another door was pierced in the east u'nJl of the shrine room looking 
towards the road and a Eight of steps was provided on this aide of the 
platform. The old wooden door Haps which had become decayed were 
renewed. Petty repairs were done to the retaining wtill of the platform, 
A few drains were provided in the parapet wall of tha platform 
to carry away rain water frotn the top of the platform. Two inscripnon 
boards in Hindi and English giving a brief history of the tomb were 
stuck up in the walls of the shrine room to enlighten visitors. The 
Surrounding ground was levelled, cleared and tidied op and boundaty 
Btcnes were deed up. A notice board warning the public in genetal and 
the inhabiiama in ±a neighbourhood in particular against damaging the 
monument or maidng the sunouadings dirty was set up, A signboard 
calling attention to the monument was put up at the junction where the 
approach road to Antri branches off from the Agta-Bombay Road. 

31 Lashkat, —Another monument, similar in natare to the tomb of 
Abul FazI, was taken up for cousetvation this year under similar circum* 
stances, it is an open of the gallant Rant Lakshmibai of Jhansi 

who fell fighting In a battle in near Gangadas^ki'Shaia at 

Gwalior. But as the necessary procedure (or the acgmsition of the land 
could not be completed in the year of report the actual work of cousarva- 
ticu had to be postponed till the nsrt year. 

, AWwaAo ( District Esagarh J.—The village of Kadwaha which 
is referred to under the name *Kadambaguha* in a lOtb century iDscciinion 
on the Kbokbai monastery at Rauod (District Narwar) appears to have 
been an important centre of religious worship. In addition to a large 
Hindu monastery which ^vas in later times enclosed in a fortr^)^ 

this village posee^es clustered round tt more than a dozen temples, which 
perhaps entitles the place (o be called the 'Khajraha' of the Gwalior State, 
The temples some of which ate Valshnava and the rest Saiva are fair 
specimens of medieval temples though many of them are small and now 
partly in a ruined condition. These monctuents were listed more than 
ten years ago. They ware thoroughly examined from the conservation paint 
of vi^w' in the year of report, and conservation notes and cstimaies of 
repairs were drawn up, 

34. Pht''rs —Similar roteaand estimates were prepared 

with regard to the temples an«l mcnastery at Terubi, the temples at M-ahua 
{ District Narwar 1 and some minor mnnoments at Chaoderi ( District 
Esagarh) which still await repairs. A conservation note was oiso 
drawn up on the Shahajahaoi mosque at Gwalior. This mosque onginalJy 
a fine structure is now in a very advanced state of ruins. The suni'ivtng 
portion which consists merely of a back wall, two side walls and a plat- 
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form io front of the mosque is still ivell worth conservation. These 
projects will go to make up farther programme of conservation worts 
after the works already m hand have been completed, 

VI, .Annual Upkeep. 

3'. Annual clearance and petty repairs were carried out to all 
important groups of monuments already consen'ed. 

VII. Exploration, 

( a. i Excavations. 

36. No excavations were undertaken in the year of feporr. The exeaii-a- 
tions at Pawaya are left incomplete for want of funds,. Ujiain, Besnagar 
and other sites are also awaiting investigation. But the difficulty of 
getting funds appears to he iusuperahle at any 'rate till the conservation of 
known moauments has been well nigh completed.

cbhtern^. Bu, « fs, „ the legible portion gees i, seems .0 show that 
the ptUst ,s the memorial of KureTayadevi and Kuntsdevi. two wires 
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of n Eachhavaha Rajput prince named Sibadeva who fa atyJed Maharaja* 
dhiraja. The inscription also records that the pillar was made by Devapala* 
deva, brother of the deceased. The beginniog and the end of the 
inscription are badly damaged, 

42. AngIi<^r{l (District Esagarh).—This is a small hamlet miles south 
of Kadwaha. A furlong to the soutb-^west of the hamlet is a shrine with 
a porch reconstructed with the materials of an llth century temple. On 
.the lintel of the doorway Siva aod Parvati are sculptored in the centre, 
tYTshnu and Lakshmi on the northern end, and Brahma and Biahmani 
on the aoDthem end. In the exterior decoration of the walls are seen 
the sculptures of the guardians of the quarters ( dikpalai ), goddesses, 
Surya and Ganraa. A modem sculpture of a goddess is now enshrined 
in the temple but the original temple was possibly dedicated to goddeis 
Mahishamardini tvhose mutilated sculpture is lying outside the temple. 
On a floor slab at the back of the shrine is a pilgrim‘'s record dated 
V. S UA7. 

43. Close by in a big hut a mutilated sculpture of Hanuman is lying 
on the ground in three pieces Judging from the plan, the temple consisted 
of a shrine and a porch What survi^ies of it at present is the pillars which 
arc standing and supporting the architraves and ceiling slabs. The 
carving and design of pillars resembles that of the SolaUiaftild hall at 
Badoh ( District Bhilsa j which indbite that the temple was as old as 
ibe 8th or 3th century A. C Two or three sculptures of the goddess 
Mahishamardini which are lying close by may have pertained to this 
tern pi Ci 

•14. Sai arru District Esagarh).—This is a small village two mites west 
of Kadwaha and is located on the south-west slope of a hill now utUiseci for 
quarrying purposes The village is an old one as it possesses an old tani: and 
a number of ruined temples and memorial pillars ranging in date from the 
llth to the I5rh century A, C, 

4.1. The tank which lies to the west of the hamlet is hounded on the 
north and the east by a strong dam about W/ wide made up of 
earthwork lined on both facies with big blocks of stone and having bathing 
ghats at intervals. The lank hue been repaired and slightly extended in 
recent times for the purposes of irrigation. But it mddendy dates from 
the llth century A, C. to which period belong also the temples the mins 
of which stand on the western and the northeirn banks of the tank. 

46. There are four temples, two on the western and two on the 
northern bank. 

47. The southern temple of the western group faces to the west and 
has a shrine room having a pillared ball of three bays in front. The shrine 
is 9'i>' X 8' and the hall is 18^ long east to west and 8' broad north to 
south. No Hihara Is preserved. On the dedicatory or the central block 
of the door lintel is carved the fignrc of Ganesa. On the exterior of the 
temple, the niche in the north side wall shelters an image of Brahma, 
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that in the ea«t or back wall, n Bgure of Gaoesa, and the one in the south 
side vfall a sculpture of Sarya, The shrine room contains an idol of 
Mahishamardini and aJso one of a Jains Tirthamkara leanini; against a side 
wall. There is another Jaina figure outside against the sonth side wall. 

4^. The other temple in this group which is Just close to the temple 
described above, also faces to the west and ts a shrine with a porch, the 
whole measuring 11' x 9' externally. The sltrine room carries a pyramidal 
roof like the temple known as Chandalamndh which is not far from this 
place ( in the limits of the village of Kad'vaha }. The exterior niches of 
this temple contain the images of Suiya on the east. Ganesa on the south 
and Vishnu on the north. At the back of this group of temples is a 

memorial half buried in the ground. The height of the portion of 
the pillar above ground is 4'3", the width and the thickness being L'a' 
and respectively. There are on this pillar three panels of sculpmre 
one abov'e another as usual. The lowest panel contains a fight between 
two foot-soldiers with sword and shield in band. The middle panel 
shows a couple worshipping a Sbadinga. The top pane] shelters a bust 
of a man with folded hands flanked on each side by a female The 
pillar bears no inscription { the base underground was ex loosed and 
examined ) but judging from the sculpture tt may be assigned lo the lOih 
or IJth Century A, C. 

49. The other memorial pillar, trqiially old, which is situated on the 
north bank of the tank is interesting for the rather unusual subjects 
sculptured on it. The dressed portion above ground of this pillar is 4'3'' 
high, To" wide and thick. It has likewise three panebi of sculptures, 
In the lowest are pictured a mothe' with a baby in lap and a man stand- 
ing by. In the middle panel is a seated four-armed god flanked with a 
kneeling devotee { a male and a female ) on etther side. The top panel 
shelters a human bust wit only two hands carrying a citron and a ^osarJ^ 
There is no inscription on this pillar either. 

&0. The northeni group of temple at Sakarra referred to abov'e also 
consists of two temples. Both the temples are shrines with porches in 
front but now without Both temples measure 18' x 11'3''on 

the outsidei both have door frames devoid of any sculpture, and both 
are empty. One of them faces to the east and the other to exactly the 
opposite direction. The niches on the exterior of the former bear the 
sealpturns of the goddesses Vai^i on the south, Vaishnavi on the west 
and Parvati on the north. The latter temple has its “Niches occupied by 
the sculptures of Parvaii ( north wad ) Ardhanarigv'aia ( east wall ) and 
Brahma ( south wall J. 

31. But above anything else the village Sakarra abounds in ea/i and 
memorial pillars. There is regularly a crop of such pillars standing round 
a hut on the top of a hillock nearly a quarter of a mile to the east of 
the tillage. Besides, there are some stray pillars also^ both cn the east 
and north-east of the village. The total number of these may come up 
to twenty or more. Most of them b^r dated inscriptHins some of which 
refer to contemporary Muhammadan Kulers. One of them refers to the Chief 
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Kamad«va and another to Mahammad (Tughlac) The dates tange from 
V. S. 1S81 to 1.^1, Some of the pHIars are memotiala of toiiet and 
others of warriors who laid do\va their lives in a battle. Curiously three 
of such pillars are dated oo rhe same day, namely, the 6th day of the dark 
fortnight of the month Sravana V, S. 1304. It is probable that all these 
persons lost their lives in one and the same Bght, The sculptured panels 
on the pillan hear the familiar scenes of fight, the warriors' devotions 
and enjoyments tn heaven after death. The tows of cowa in some of 
these memorials further show that the skirmishes were fought over the 
kidnapping of these sacred animals. 

.t2, Dmara, (District Narwar),—Dinara, sii:teen miles west of ]hanai 
on the Jbatisi-ghivpuri road, is known for the large Tal or tank said to 
have been built by Raja Bir^mgh Deo of Orcbha, a coniempornry of Akbar 
and Jahangir, though no inscriptional evidence to this effect esists on the 
monument. Three inscriptions slovenly inscribed on slabs—two in the 
Boors of two and one on a coping stone in the top^mcst lint of 

the ghat of the tank—are merely casual records. 

53. The tank ts of an irregular shape and is said to be sTxteeo miles in 
circuit when fulL On the west and sontb it Is bounded by a chaiu of 
small hills and oo the north and the east by a strong dam consisting of 
earthwork lined with heai-y block of stone and boulders on the Inner 
face. On the w^t bank of the tank where there is a band in the chain 
of hills is a well-built stone ghat known as Surai ghat from Sarais or 
small kiosques which is a decorative feature of the ghat. The ghut is 
built in three stages. Each stage has a number of cross stairs. There 
are Surah on the top-moat stage of the ghat. The middle stage 
has no Sarai although there are projecting brackets which were possibly 
intended to carry such Surai», In the lowest stage there is only one •Surui 
in the centre. In the uppermost stage is a pillared ball and a long narrow 
cell fust below it in the middle stage. 

fii. The ghat is strongly built with large stones and slabs made for 
the purpose although there are some srones both plain dressed as ivell as 
carved which evidently have been taken from the ruins of older temples 
and monasteries. 

ih. Unfortitnately this fine pAfl/is now in a n^Iected condition. It 
shows some growth of shniba and vegetation in the masonry joints which 
is bound to prove destruciive to it in future. The ghat is itself used by 
the villagers for unclean purposes. It will be well if the Irrigation 
Depaftment who use the tank for purposes of irrigation would hike proper 
care of this old ghat and look to its upkeep and cleanliness. 

.')6, Biraingh Deo has also built a garhi on a hillock adjoining the ghat 
and ovetlooking the tank, but this uninteresdng structure is now in a 
dilapidated condition. 

fi7. Beyond the ghat^ in the western portion of the dam between two 
hillocks, water leaking has formed a small stream. Id the ground flooded

58, Kaitdhar (District Narwar).—It ts a small hamlet on the bank of 
ahillytiofa situawd about five miles to the west of Lukwaaa, a village 
twenty-three miles south of Shivpuri on the Agra-Bombay Road The 
village tradition points-to a place on the left bank of the iiafa as the seat 
of the sage Kapila. This place has a etude cavity in the bank formed by 
heaping of boulders and some carved debris of older temples and topped 
by a small modem Matri Below the cavity is a plaiform buUt later 
on, A ifi built inside the cavity- from which ^^-ate^ is said to How 

and a jet of milk is said to gush out from it once a year. It was dry at 
the time of inspection. The jet emerging from the ffomuhh was known 
aa Kailasa-dhara which now survives in Ibe name Kaildhar. This is 
how the local people espialn the name of the place. Close by is another 
reservoir of living water of modem build in which are also stuck up some 
old carved sculptures and debris. Both this reservoir and nafa are held 
sactod and are used for depositing the ashes of the dead in the surround¬ 
ing locality. 

5i), The only thing of Arohseologlcal interest here consists in the rem¬ 
nants of two loth century shrines, Sikkaroi of the both have di^ppearedt 
and being built on a slope of the bank o£ the iiaia the temples are 
half buried in the earth slipping from the bunk above. One of the 
temples has lost mnst of its body arid la preserved only up to a little above 
tbeidiQth. The other temple hua survived up to n little above the door frnme. 
The plinth of the latter ia buried and the porch disfippeared. The interior 
is divided into two Kpurtmeota by pilasters. The back portion sheltera a 
Sivn-linga and h-is a lotus fiower carved on the ceiling. The ceiling slab 
of the front apartment ia plain, Tiie door frame ta preserved on which the 
outer line of decoration is a scroll and the middle one has panels inset wttlt 
pairs of lovers. The lintel hns u standing fcmHle on each end, while in the 
centre is a female iisAoiba with arms raised up to hold a sort of crown. 
Both the temples have a double course of sculptures among which niny be 
seen LakaliBBt Knumnn, Yaiiia and a dwarf dressed like a soldier and seateil on 
a rhinexsros. Another, a female goddess, bus n goil and a lion in the comer 
and a charaftleon or crocodile—like the figure below its feet. She has a book of 
the script urea id one hand and a ladle in imotber. 

6U. Near iiie temples and jsmitered In vicinity arc u few fFagmeats of 
sculptures. Ouly one of these which deserves notice is u standing male image 
carrying a bowl on its head. The outer edge of the bow] hns lotos petals 
carved on iL Close to it a female is standing Ixihing back. Both are stuck 
up in tbe retaining wall of the ri^ervoir. There is a number of ehhatrit o£ 
modem times belonging to who once lived in the village, but they 

are too uDinteresting and poor to deserve Dutice. The monumente at Kail- 
dhara were visited by the Inspector. This note is the result of tliat visit. 
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61, £'drt^ra { District KArirar ).“A iartitied toirn Hihiattail oo the Ixuik 
of the Mnhuwar river kcvowo as Medbutaati in old macriptioDS and hooka, 
ie thirty miles by metalled road either Eroni Jhiuisior Sbivpari, The chief 
jQOnuioeat to be seen here h the picturesiiite fort which Ib perched on s 
peak of eacdstone some SOO feet bifrh, immediately to the east of the town. 
It is said to have been built by the Bundeia Bajae of Orchha and ia noif 
quite uncared for and overgrown with rank jnngle or useless shrubs. The 
boildiDgc insidoi mostly residential, are now mere dilnpidiited ghostly walla» 
There are two or three small tanks wht^h iireaaid to have natunil springs, 
though at the time of inspection they contained only some dirty water. 
A modern Siva temple, popularly known as Tembntes™™ which is- 
evidently a eormptkm of Triambakeava™, shcltersi ii large Hngft, The baain 
or foiadhari ia four and half feet in diameter and about two feet high. The 
tinga which is also about two feet in height is one and a ha if feet in diaineter,. 
further to the east of Triambutesvara temple is n dargah and a mosque* 
Op the central mehrab of the mosqae is ii Persian inscription recording that the 
uiosqne was built by Stilnr ECbon during the reign of Shabjnban IL The date 
which waa given below ir now lost owing to the peeling ol the leitcra. The 
tomb or dargah which ia dose by is evidently of the builder of the inoBqu& 
The fort has two approach road a with gates, the principal one being on 
the north-west, through the town* Flanking this rond, but outside the gate, 
is a three-atorcyed building known ns fiacheri which seems never to have 
reached completiDn. The gates us well aa other buildings noticed above 
ore of no historical or architectural value* So there is pmctically nothing 
of archmotogical interest about this fort. 

62, On the soutli of the fort la another small peak, m a crevice of which 
is worshipped a Siva<^tn; 7 P koown us («uptesvam> Adjoining to it are built a 
few rooms for tadAua to live in and steps are provided to reaeb these. There 
b, however, nothing of special interest about dds place except a stone, at the 
top of the peak, of metallic composition and detached from the mother rock» 
which when struck rings like a 1)eU, 

63* Trralti (District^Karnar).—This is a vilhige six milea to the north¬ 
east of Kadwnba mentioned io pam Ko, 33 itbove. It wna visited twice before 
and its antiquiticf listctl. During this year's inspection visit, one more monument 
came to light. This is sn intereating memorial pillar with ull the Four faces 
carved. The atone is lying two furlongs south-west of Tenihi on the way (O’ 
the river Mahuwar ( Miidhumati J near the large image of Ganeea, and 
is about 4*6** high and nliouc I* 3*^ broad on each face. There are four coiirsos 
of BCulplnrea one aliove another. The lowest and the eecjcud course each con* 
uste of riders on horse buck. The third course represents worship of Siva* 
linga, and the top consists of a big Siva-Zinpa with busts on all four facca» 
The lowest and the top ooiitses are tour faced while at the second course 
the column ia ronnd. 

64. Sttfteana f District Gird).—It is a small village about a mile and a 
half south-wcBt of Tigbra, which is eleven miles by pueca road b> 
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the west of Ln^hkar where there is the bif^j^Gst modern irrigutidn tank in 
Gwnlior State. Near the village Malipuru, bat in the llmitei of the vIEujje 
Sujwaya, are the rnina of some Jaina temples in two grotipfu 
The temples have alrnoat been razed to the ground and even their plans are 
not clearly seen. Heaps of carvttd debris, ceiling slabs and stray 
mntiliited ecnlptorea of Tirthamkaras tire all what can be seen at site. The 
remains belong approximately to the 11 th century A, C, Theae ruina were 
visitcNi and the note drawn up by the lospector. 

65. Hafyfilpyit (District Sheopur).— This village was visited for a second 
time this year. In iiddition to the moniimenta listed in the past, a Few tnonti* 
tnenta attracted my notice during this visit, namely:— 

(ff) An inscribed pillar standing outside the village flanking the 
cart track from the village to Rhofipura station.

S6, Another object of intcrcEt near this village is a tinfi monument hardly 
a hundred years ohl. It stands m ihe tiorth-west outskirts of the village at a 
little distauce from the river. The peculiarity of thin monument is Umt liesidea 
being alicUercd in ii r-hhatri or ktoaque, the dcEigu of the sa/i post itself la 
rather unusual, Hi-re the deceased couple is inset in a niche carved on the front 
face of the post and a half opened lotus flower ie curverl on its back face. 
An inscribed rtone pillor planted near the approach steps of the fhhatri gives 
the history of the ir'aii 

vm. Epigraphy, 

67, One hundred and fifteen Hindu and sixteen Muslim, or 131 in* 
ecriptions in all were coplwl or noticed in l.o different places during the year 
of report. These Bovenilly belong to Besnagar and Bhilsa (Diatrict Bhilsa) 
Chandcri, Nadcri, Kadwuha ami Sakorra (District Esagsrh}, Gwalior Fort and 
Antri {District Ginl), Bhatnawar, Dinara, Knrcra and KTerwar (District 
Narwnr), Hosnlpur and Hameshwar [District Sheopor). 

68, Out of these, 29 Hindu and 16 Muslim inscriptions arc new di&cov* 
eHes while the rest were known already aud were only copied for office record 
in the year of report. A dctiiilcd analyais of inscriptiona will be found in 
Appendix D, 

69, There are only two records of historical importance among the new^y 
discovered Sanskrit inscriptions. 

70* One of these was engraved on the lintels of u porch of a 
temple- (Compare the inscription on the lintels oE the porch of the 
Chatnrbhujfl temple on Gwalior Fort.) Only two out of the four piece#* 
of oor iDBcriptbn have been recovered from a modem pavement in the 
Gwalior Fort, The remaining portion of the inscription ia not 
available yet and hence the object of the record U not quite dear. The 
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rnTocBtioQ at the bcfsiciimg o( the epigraph is sddressei^ to Qpd Visahhn 
(Kartikeya). From this it may be inferred that the iuRcriptiott was intend¬ 
ed to record the coostruetton of or a grant to, a tempie of Viaakhn. The in* 
scription mentioiia the names of Bamadeva ( a PrutihorR king ,of Kanaoj) 
and hiB Brahtnnna ofBcial Vailla Bhatta who are also alluded to in the in* 
Bcrlptions on the Chaturbhiifa temple on Gwalior Fort, The recoversil portioa 
of the iOtwription contamf; no date. But on pal soographicai grounds find from 
the mention of the two contemporary personages whose dales are already 
kitown, the inscriptions may be referred to the latter half of the 9th 
century A, C. 

71, The other inscription w »iH Found on an old well uhont n mile to the eaat 
of Narwar towo. It records the construction of the well by Aaaditya, u 
Mathura Kayastha, in the reign of king Gopaln of Karwur in V, S. 133H. - 

72, Among the remaining newly discovered inscriptions lire the short 
records on the pedestals of rock-cut -Inina scnlptorea on Gwalior Fort which refer 
to the Toinara kings Diiugam Siuha und hia son Kirtti Slnha, the pilgrims' records 
on the temples at ICudwahK and the rrcwnla ou sari and memorial pillars at 
Sflkarra and Kill war, 

73, The earliest of the Muslim jnscriptionF, dahil in A. H. 893, is 
curved on the tomb of a merchant at Blitlni and refer® to the reij^n of Muliainmad 
Shah Kbilii I, Sultan of Midwa. The rest of the mscripl’tona refer to Hiimayuti, 
Akbar, Shahjiihan, Atrrnngzph and Slinb Alam, Mughal Enipenws of Belhi, and 
all except two record the constructiou of mosques.

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As the hoawl ia a. very lurge one* it wm not poaaible lo ejcamiDe it 
thoroughly in the yemr of report Only q passing mapectian nraa 
made. When re-examined, it may perhaps yield new mimea and typeo, 
The find of Bhata Ptichknu hue yielded a peculiar type of ludo-Sesaanian coins, 
the exact parallel oF which has not ao far been traced, though they have some 
reectnblance to coins referred to in C. f. Plate VI, SO, 

79, Out of thecoina thus cxiimiMil, 11 gold, 23 silver^ 36 copper and 
8 bUloUt or 73 coins in all were added to the Museum collection. 

80, Out of these, S gold, 10 ?*Uver and 8 copper pieces were purchased 
from deuleriT, S copper coina were received in exchange ns noted above. 6 gold. 
nnd 13 silver coins came from duplicatea of the State Musenttu The renanin- 
iDg 26 copper and 8 billon coins were selected from the two treasure-trove 
finds referred to already. 

X. Museum. 

81. Seventeen atone images, 13 atone heads and limbs, 3 stone inscrip¬ 
tions, 2 etnoe capitals, an impression of a PerEkn inscription, 7 old miniature 
paintings in colour, and 11 gold, 23 silver. 36 copper and H mixed metal coins, 
or 121 andqnides in alt were added to the Museum during the year of report 
and are set forth in Appendix F, 

82. Out of these, stone Eculptnres came from Sohania, Pawaya, lifumoit 
and Nuderi. One of the insoriptions has been removed from Sarwaya fort 
where it hiy ho far, while two were recently discovered, built up in a modem 
fmvemeat on Gwalior Fort, and acituired for the Museum, The Impression 
was copied from a Persian inscription engraved on a corner pillar of the 
Mausoleum of Muhammad Ghaus not noticed anywhere so far. 

83. Six of che seven miniature old paintings were purchased and one 
^vaa received through the Private Secretary to H, H, the Mahnmja Sciodiu, It 
was displayed so for in Ikijaboi’s ehhutri at Ujjain but was not in 
a proper setting. 

84, Out of the 78 coina, 5 gold, 10 silver and 8 copper coins were 
purchased from dealers, while the remaining Qune from treasure-trove found in 
the State, or were received in exchange, oa detailed under Kumismatics. 

85, In the year of report, 145 European and 41.5 Imlian visitora 
recorded their names in the V^iait Book kept at the Archtnologicul 
Museum, Gwalior, though, according to the Curator's report, many 
more actually visitad the instittition. The visitora represent almoat all the 
cultured natious in the world, tlie chief among them being U. S, A„ 
England, Germnny, South Africa, Newxealand and Australia. Most of the 
visitors liave recorded their appreciation of the way in which the Muaeura ia 
being maintained.

Tt haa supplied a long^felt want and is greatly 
appreciated both in India and abroad. It bus cost the Department a largs 
amount uf money, labour and care in preparing and collecting tbe material 
for the volume. It is only regretted that two great pci^ntutgea to whom 
the credit of this publicatian ta largely due—namely, Hie Highness the 
late Mahariij*^ Sir Madhnv Ran Scindia and Col, C. E, Luerd,—^buve 
unfortiiDiitely not lived to see tbe publicutictt through, Extncte from 
a few of the press appreciations are given below, 

98, The London TVmes.“But no Weaterii paititings”though the 
affinity is here greater than ibut between Etiropeun and Chinese art—can 
equul these in grandeur, 

99, The Gai/y TV/f^VfipA.—What is certain is that as works of art 
they are beyond all praise,.,.,,; ae decorative designs they are superb; their 
colour is HotnechiDg to reruemben ns expreasioos of life and movement they 
represent not only u curious and fascinating culture, or a particular moment 
in the evolution of art, but have a genuinely universal value. 

100* The Theos&phiittt —The world of culture owes to these 
authorities a debt of gratitude for not only putting these art b^snres 
within reach of all but what ia more important, perpetuating these remnants 
of unsurpa8.sed art for the future. For even in the last half century much of 
these, and other precious records, have vanished. 

101. The ffindu.^Bai while the Ajanta frescoes are more 
religious in theme, depicting incidents from the previous lives of the Buddha 
with their human afwoebtions, the B«gli frescoes are more human depictiiig 
the life of the time with its religious associations. The exquisite austerity of 
Ajanta tends to obscure the pprsonal element of the artist in the calm depio- 
tion of super personality. But in the Bagh fiescoea the humanity of the 
theme gives free rein to tbe joy of the artist, though the general tone is of 
onegradoua solemnity. The wsthetical element which is latent, almost 
cold in Ajaota is patent and pulsating in Bagh, 

102. Tfu Inndm 5pfrfa|«r.—One after another, like stars m twilight, 
they take the eye, these points of dim radiatioc on the darkening eky of 
hintory* moving tbe heart with a solemn joy nod stirring the imagination to 
discovery until there atretchca before the inner eye the renireated pngeant of 
a vanished life. 

103. The Af^nche^ter Guardian—The remains of the paintiDgs in these 
( Bagh) rodfhewn shrines are of for less extent than the Ajanta pnintingo, 
but rival Of aurpaas them in beauty. What chiefly aurvives is a single com¬ 
position topreaenting ii proewsion and festival. It is one of the most gbrioua 
paintings in the world. One is aatounded by mastery of complex flgore 
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'dccigD, by tbe beauty of relation between tbe forme, by the anlmatioa nnd 
grace of the mov'cmenti and epeciiilly by the plastic sense so rare in Asktic 
pulntingSi The mass and onward movement oE the great elephants with tbeir 
swaying riders are formidnblet by contrast the group of ^rls endreling two 
male dancers is enclianting in its rhythm of supple forme, each exquioite in 
poise and gesture. The colonriog is deep and ardent. 

104, The second publication which was prepared in hoebe for the occasion 
of All'India Marathi Sahilya Sammolana Is only a very brief GniiAr to iho 
Archeeclogical Museum.
